The Politics of Semantics 


Recently there's been 
quite a stink about word 
usage between the sheets 
of AGLP. The word 
"fuck", among others, has 
come under fire. Some 
also claim words such as 
dyke, fag, queer, cunt, 
butch, femme, and even 
lesbian are offensive, or 
even -- god forbid -- 
devoid of morals. Have I 
left any out? If so, my 
apologies to the new gay 
moral majority. 

Perhaps the scariest 
thought is that as gays, 
we of all people should 
know better of the ills of 
censorship and_ the 
power of language. Of 
course, censorship is 
nothing new. We see it all the time. Look around you, 
for Christ sake; as gays, our everyday words and 
actions are censored. Many of us have grown so 
accustomed to screening what we say and do 
(particularly at our jobs), that we no longer notice our 
complete subserviance to the heterosexual world. 

Years ago we claimed the word "gay" (luckily it 
was a positive word) just as today many of us struggle 
to reclaim words that have come to be used against us. 
Take ‘queer’ for example. By reclaiming it we can 
ultimately restore its power and make it virtually 
impossible for it to be used against us in any negative 
way. Basically that's what it's all about. 

If being gay is ever to be recognized as a 
legitimate lifestyle we must first realize the 
importance of standing up for rights and fighting 
back. Censorship is one of the biggest obstacles in this 
struggle and it not only intrudes upon language 
freedoms; gay culture, history, art and freedom of 


sexuality are all 
threatened greatly by Big 
Brother. And boy is he 
watching closely!! 

The biggest irony of 
all is the absolute 
backfire of this poorly 
planned suppression. 
Censorship ensures top 
sales in the art world. 
Obvious examples are 
the photos of Robert 
Mapplethorpe, the books 
of Salmon Rushdie, and 
of course that ever—so- 
talentless duo, 2 Live 
Crew. Deserving or not 
(and dead or alive) these 
guys have become 
millionaires. The futility 
of censorship is quite 
obvious. Yet United 
States Senator Jesse Helms and his cronies continue to 
push for harsher obscenity laws, and the restriction of 
NEA (National Endowment for the Arts) grants. 

But even here in good old Canada shit continues 
to hit the fan. Canada Customs has been and continues 
steadily to seize book shipments containing gay and 
lesbian literature - - everything from Jane Rule to 
gay and lesbian erotica. Anal sex depicted in any form 
is a no-no, whereas in heterosexual sex anything goes. 
Again, where is the fairness of all of this? 

Even the gay community has in some sense 
become divided on this issue. The Gay Games were a 
prime example, as the organizers fascistly prohibited 
the use of the words "lesbian", and "queer" in the 
"Queers in Art" artisan’s market and in "The Biggest 
Lesbian Party". "Queers" was deemed to be insulting 
and blatant, while "lesbian" was too exclusive. The 
decision came when it was far too late to try and fight 
the rulings or pull out and work independantly. As 
well, it came from a male-dominated organization 
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board whose knowledge of the reclamation of gay 
words was minimal at best. 

Well back to the word "fuck". Somebody doesn't 
like the word "fuck" so we're supposed to change it? 
Maybe you think we should ban it. 

Somehow I really don't think so. 

How about some other words to think about. Like 
"freedom", and "tolerance". You can keep your 
morality, but don't even think of imposing it on me. 

Realize that we all think differently about morals. 
Everyone has their own principals and belief systems. 
Many people like the words that have somehow 
managed to distress others. You are perhaps religious; 


I am not. I am offended by many words that are 
patriarchal in origin and by many beliefs held by the 
church. But does that give me the right to prohibit 
their use or practice? Would I want to take those rights 
away? Not fucking likely! 

Well, I hate to say this but if you don't like the 
way things are, don't read it, or even better, write 
some stuff of your own, get involved, and stop 
complaining. Fortunately, you do have the freedom. 

Words are pretty dangerous but silence is even 
more deadly.

Canadian Gay 
Rights 


CANADA -- A new push is on to 
add gay rights to the Canadian 


Human Rights Act, something the - 


government has been promising 
for five years. The latest plan is to 
include gay rights in amendments 
to the act that are being sponsored 
by Tory Justice Minister Kim 
Campbell. Gay Member of 
Parliament Svend Robinson has 
called for a massive postcard 
campaign to Campbell, House of 
Commons, Ottawa, Ontario, K1A 
OA6. 


Vancouver 
Offers Benefits 


CANADA -- Vancouver has 
extended medical, dental, pension 
and other benefits to partners and 
children of lesbians and gay men 
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who work for the city, reports 
Perceptions. "[This] puts the city in 
a leadership role in ending such 
discrimination," commented gay 
Alderman Gordon Price. 


Police Chief 
Must Apologize 


CANADA -- The Saskatchewan 
Human Rights Commission has 


ruled against Regina Police Chief 


Ernie Reimer who refused to issue 
a permit for last year's gay pride 
parade, saying he could not justify 
inconveniencing motorists or 
using police officers "for the 
purpose of expressing one's sexual 
preference." The commission told 
the pride committee and Reimer to 
negotiate a formal apology and a 
cash settlement to compensate for 
the discrimination. If Reimer 
refuses to settle, a board of inquiry 
will intervene. 


Gays Call For 
Investigation 


COSTA RICA -- The lesbian/ gay 
newspaper Confidencial has called 
for a government investigation of 
the Hotel California in the resort 
town of Puntarenas —- identifying 
it as a center of male prostitution 
Where the young sex workers 
know nothing of AIDS or safe sex. 
The newspaper said most of the 
hotel's guests are foreign men who 
pay in dollars to choose male sex 
partners ages 18 - 24 from a 
catalogue that shows them nude 
alongside the measurements of 
their penises. "[The foreigners] 


come for a month at a time,” 
Confidencial reported. "They say 
the orgies are famous and that 
drugs flow freely." The newspaper 
editorialized: "It's not right that 
our lifestyle where we choose to 
share our love with another man 
should be taken as something 
purely sexual and used for 
business and exploitation of the 
body. We deserve respect and the 
right to choose." 


Love, Strange 
Love 


COSTA RICA -- The Garbo 
Theatre presented Torch Song 
Trilogy in February -- the first 
gay film to show in a public 
cinema there. It's called Love, 
Strange Love in Spanish. All 
showings sold out. The film was 
sponsored by the Costa Rican 
College of Psychologists and 
provoked no opposition, according 
to Confidencial, which took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
distribute issue 5 of the paper. 


Czech Gay 


Marriage 
Proposal 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA -- The 
push to legalize gay/lesbian 


marriage here is working its way 
through parliament. Legislators 
began voicing support for the idea 
last year after the Czech foreign 
minister paid a visit to Denmark 
and the reporters who 
accompanied him filed several 
reports on Denmark's unique gay 
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marriage law. When all was said 
and done, many MPs and ordinary 
citizens alike were left with the 
notion that full equality for 
homosexuals is synonymous with 


Westernization, democracy and 
the 1990's.

Survey of Gays 
and Lesbians 


ENGLAND -- Scene Out, the gay 
magazine of Manchester, recently 
surveyed its readers and found 
vast differences between gay men 
and lesbians. The average male 
reader is 30, makes $19 000, lives in 
a house, is single and has sex often, 
considers himself a_ left-wing 
supporter of the Labour Party, 
smokes (but not much), and goes 
to gay clubs (discos) two to five 
times a month and to gay pubs 
(bars) more than 10 times a month. 
The average female reader is 24, 
makes $7 600, lives in an 
apartment, has had a lover for one 
or two years and is usually 
monogamous, has sex often, is 
middle-of-the-road _ politically 
and doesn't support any party, 
doesn't smoke, and never visits 
clubs but goes to pubs two to five 
times a month. 


Push To 
Legalize Gay 
Sex 


HONG KONG -- The, nation's 
policy-making Executive Council 
has decided to legalize gay sex, 


according to Radio Hong Kong. 
The council will introduce the 
decriminalization measure as a 
draft bill to the lawmaking 
Legislative Council, which already 
has voted 31 - 13 to endorse the 
plan. Current law allows for life 


imprisonment for gay lovemaking. 


Names Project in 
Ireland 


IRELAND -- The NAMES Project 
Quilt debuted in January in what 
Gay Community News/Dublin 
called "a solemn and moving 
ceremony". Irish panels were 
joined by panels from Britain, 
France, the Netherlands and the 
U.S. Only two of the Irish quilts 
carried full names because of what

GCN called "the social, religious 
and political climate of this 
country". More than 13 000 people 
viewed the display, before it 
moved on to Cork, Limerick, 
Derry, Galway and Belfast, in 
Northern Ireland.

Register

gay/lesbian "wedding register" 
after being convinced by De Gay 
Krant that it is legal to do so. The 
Netherlands -- along’ with 
Czechoslovakia, Norway and 
Sweden -- is racing to become the 
second country in the world to 
legalize gay marriage. Denmark

Police Recruit 
Gays and 
Lesbians 


NETHERLANDS -- More than 80 
gays and lesbians responded to 
recruitment ads in De Gay Krant 
by the police department of The 
Hague, the capital. The 
department also recently received 
a $30 000 government grant to 
improve relations between gays 
and ___ straights within _ the 
department. A spokesman said 
gays are "widely accepted" in the 
higher echelons of the police force, 
but that some prejudice remains in 
the lower ranks. 
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Marriage 
Legislation 
Stalled 


NORWAY -- A new poll found 
that 44% of Norwegians oppose 
the proposed __ Danish-style 
"registered partnership" law that 
would essentially legalize gay 


marriage. Thirty per cent of the 1 


073 persons surveyed supported 
the law and the rest had no 
opinion. The legislation is 
presently stalled in the Storting 
(parliament). 


American 


Lesbians 
Stranded 


NORWAY -- An _ American 
lesbian family has taken refuge in 
Oslo to evade a grandmother who 
wants custody of her three-year 
old granddaughter, according to 
Lesbia. The couple is in a financial 
bind as they wait to qualify for 
work permits. They are also 
having difficulty convincing the 
Norwegian government that their 
family is in danger in the U.S. As 
Lesbia put it, "The accepted idea of 
America as a country where the 
rights of homosexuals are 
guaranteed has not helped these 
women in their appeals to the 
Norwegian government. They've 
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had to retain an attorney and 
submit copious documentation on 
the situation of homosexuals in the 
United States for their situation to 
be taken seriously." 


AIDS 
Fundraiser 
Raided 


PERU -—- About 30 heavily armed 
police officers raided an AIDS 
fundraiser March 16 in Lima and 
detained 10 transvestites and 
activists, including the executive 


director of the Movimiento 
Homosexual de Lima, Rebeca 
Sevilla. "There have been 
numerous threats and_ actions 


against Peru's gay community but 
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this is the first time security forces 
have acted against an AIDS- 
related event," said Enrique 
Bossio, a MHOL spokesman. "As 
Peru's human rights situation 
continues to deteriorate, we fear 
the gains made by MHOL will 
slowly be chipped away." Reached 
by telephone, Sevilla said MHOL 
is investigating legal action against 
the police. "This raid was illegal," 
she said. "No one at the police 
station would take responsibility 
for authorizing it, they gave us no 
reason why it took place, and no 
charges were filed against those of 
us who were detained." During the 
three hours Sevilla was held, "I 
was Very critical of them," she said. 
"They threatened to charge me 
with obstructing the police...but 
eventually I just said I was leaving 
and I left." When MHOL's attorney 


went to the police station the next 
day, all documentation related to 
the raid had disappeared, Sevilla 
said. 


Mandela Claims 
Innocence 


SOUTH AFRICA -- Leading 
black gay activist Tseko Simon 
Nkoli denounced the African 
Nation Congress for failure to 
condemn the "homophobia" of 
lawyers defending Winnie 
Mandela against charges she 
kidnapped and beat four young 
men she believed to be gay. The 
ANG, one of South Africa's largest 
black political parties, is headed by 
Winnie Mandela's husband, 
Nelson Mandela. The two victims

who have testified so far in Mrs. 
Mandela's trial say they were 
kidnapped from a parsonage in 
1988 by Mandela and _ her 
bodyguards and brutally beaten in 
Mandela's home for allegedly 
having had gay sex with the 
preacher, who provided shelter for 
homeless men. 

According to The Independent, 
a British newspaper, the defense 
team in the trial is "playing on 
deep-seated [anti-gay] prejudice 


‘in South African culture plac[ing, 


most of its eggs in_ the 
homosexuality basket." Mandela's 
lawyers argue that she did not 
kidnap nor assault the youths, but 
rather took them to her home to 
"protect" them from sexual abuse 
by the minister. One of the men 
was below the age of consent. 
Nkoli's organization, the Gay

and Lesbian Organization of 
Witwatersrand, blasted _—_— the 
assumption that men need to be 
"protected" from homosexuality 
and denounced the ANC's silence 
on the defense approach. In a letter 
to the party, Nkoli said: "It is 
alarming that the [ANC] has failed 
to respond to the level of 
homophobia both within and 
outside this court. The ANC's 
failure to respond raises doubts 
regarding its stated commitment 
to the recognition of lesbian and 
gay rights." 


Legislation to 
Quarantine HIV 
Positives 


SWEDEN -- Angry that doctors 
are refusing to cooperate with a 
law that allows for quarantine of 
HIV-positives who _ threaten 
society, lawmakers have 
introduced legislation to extend 
the quarantine powers to nurses 
and other health professionals. The 
law would also allow authorities 
to confiscate property and open 
the mail of HIV-positives, said the 
gay newspaper Reporter. "Sweden 
has already captured international 
headlines with photographs of 
policemen on duty near hospital 
beds of prostitutes, drug users and 
gays confined in institutions," the 
newspaper wrote. 


Tema Wins 
Lawsuit 


USSR -- The Moscow gay 
newspaper Tema won a libel suit 
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against the newspaper Keratyni Ryat, which falsely 
reported that Tema promotes necrophilia and 
pedophilia, according to the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association. A court fined Keratyni Ryat 
and ordered it to publish a retraction, ILGA said. 
Emboldened by the victory, Tema editor Roman 
Kalinin is moving ahead with libel suits against the 
Pravda newpapers, the organs of the Communist 
Party. Last fall, the Pravda papers ran a story which 
read: "Where can you find a fresh corpse to excite a 
necrophiliac? How much does it cost to have sex 
with a baby? Why doesn't Moscow have official 
places for men to entertain themselves with little 
boys, and girls with girls? For only two rubles, Tema 
provides its readers with the answers to these and 
other nasty questions." Tema's legal actions are 
supported by the anti-Communist Moscow City 
Council and other newspapers. 


Leningrad Groups Still 
Fighting 


USSR -- A second Leningrad gay group has been 
denied registration with the City Council. Such a 
move is advantageous in the Soviet Union to 
increase access to scarce resources (such as paper 
and copy machines) and decrease the threat of police 
harassment. The council turned down the group 
Banks of the Neva because Russian Penal Code 
Article 121.1 criminalizes anal sex between men. But 
organizers plan to forge ahead with efforts "to unite 
lesbians and gays, fight discrimination, establish a 
library and publish a newspaper." One of 
Leningrad's other gay rights groups (there are three 
now), the Tchaikovsky Foundation for the Cultural 
Initiatives and Defense of Sexual Minorities, was 
also turned down by the council, and its lesbian 
founder was charged under the male sodomy law. 
But a third group, the Leningrad Federation of 
Lesbians and Gays, was granted recognition by the 
city. Other activists have expressed suspicion that 
the federation could be a front for the KGB, but 
these rumours have not been confirmed in any way.

CENSORSHIP OF GAY MATERIAL ENTERING CANADA 


Mulroney Keeping Close Eye On Anal Sex 


In 1985 Canadian gays got a 
taste of the federal 
government's power to 
interfere in their lives. United 
States gay magazines, 
uncensored before, began to 
appear with pages ripped out. 
This crude form of censorship 
was followed by a _ more 
sophisticated method. 

According to John 
Schumacher, Canada Customs' 
specialist in restrictive 
materials in Calgary, foreign 
publishers who don't want 
their magazines stopped at the 
border can submit a copy to 
customs officials who will tell 
them what is unacceptable in 
Canada. The magazines are 
then published with all 
specified sections whited out. 

The censorship is done in 
accordance to the Canada 
Customs Memorandum D9-1- 
1 which was first issued by 
Mulroney in 1985 and revised 
in 1988. Among many 
restrictions listed on a 
detention form, there is a box 
(waiting for an "X") next to 
"Anal Penetration", and _ the 
Memorandum __ reads: _~—s AI 
"depictions or descriptions of 
anal penetration, including

[those] involving implements 
of all kinds" are prohibited. 
Schumacher explained that 
such depictions, as long as they 
are incidental in a movie, novel, 
or book, are usually permitted, 
but adult videos with any 
depictions of anal sex will be 
confiscated. The same also 
happens to magazines if there 
is such a _ description or 
depiction in a picture, story, or 
advertisement. Appeals are 
possible, but there is usually 
little hope of a decision reversal 
at the video or magazine level. 
A. problem Schumacher 
encounters often enough is 
irate Canadians who buy a gay 
adult video already available in 


Canada and the video is 
confiscated. They usually 
counter, with confusion and 


frustration, that the video is not 
considered to be "obscene" in 
Canada simply because of the 
anal sex content, and they are 
correct. 

Staff Sergeant Smith of the 
Calgary Police confirmed this 
but added that anal penetration 
of a female by a male is 
considered to be "obscene" for 
reason related to commonly 
held ideas that this act is 


abusive towards women and 
degrades them. All association 
of sex with violence, 
humiliation, degradation, etc. 


are also considered to be 
"obscene". 
The Calgary Police, 


however, are not out policing 
the adult video stores mostly 
because a good part of the 
obscenity laws are related to 
"community standards". 
Complaints are investigated 
and, if found to have validity 
on the basis of the laws as 
written or on the basis of 
existing court decisions, 
charges are laid and a court will 
ultimately make the final 
decision. 

Court decisions, however, 
had little to do with the section 
of the Memorandum dealing 
with anal sex. The restriction 
exists because federal officials 
possibly decided that both 
kinds of anal sex would be 
treated equally to avoid 
problems with the Charter of 
Rights. The reasons for this are 
unknown but the results are 
well known. 

The censorship of anal sex 
has caused Customs officials to 
stop shipments of books to 
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Canadian gay and _ lesbian 
bookstores usually on_ the 
correct assumption that 


somewhere in these books 
there will be a forbidden anal 
sex description which will have 
to be ruled on and registered in 
Customs computers. Shipment 
delays, confiscated materials, 
and appeals have cost these 
bookstores an _ incredible 
amount of money. 
Memorandum D9-1-1 has 
proven to be a major irritant to 
the gay community and some 
gays and lesbians have been 


working on having it abolished. — 


The January 1991 issue of 
Guide magazine reported that 
activists in Toronto’ "are 
planning to challenge the 
measure in Court and argue 
that it violates the [Charter of 
Rights]". Last October, a 
demonstration was held in 
Toronto to protest the 
memorandum.

involve confiscations of almost 
anything which could be 
labelled S/M sex. Basically, the 
only acceptable sex description 
and depictions are those related 
to 'normal' vaginal sex and oral 
sex between individuals who 
are at least 18 years old. 

People who read _ the 
memorandum often wonder 
about how all the American 
gay adult videos containing 
anal sex end up being available 
in Canada where they are 
duplicated and sold.

Grandparents: Coming To Terms

The subject of grandparents is one I am sure 
many lesbian and gay couples raising children 
have grappled with, and possibly disagreed 
about, at one time or another. It has been my 
experience that grandparents can be either a 
godsend or a curse, depending on your 
perspective and/or state of mind at the time. 

Over the years, I have witnessed the struggle 
my parents experienced, first in trying to come to 
terms with the idea that one of their children had 
chosen a lifestyle they were unable to understand 
or condone. Despite their initial verbal 
reassurances, there were numerous instances 
when their true feeling came through loud and 
clear, and even more so after their grandson was 
born. In my youthful exuberance to take a stand 
against the world's injustices, I felt that it was my 
inalienable right to be "me", and my resultant 
anger and rigidity exacerbated their pain every 
bit as much as their inability to accept fed mine. 

My decision to raise a child with my lesbian 
lover came at a time when such an idea was 
unheard of in our experience and in the 
experiences of our circle of friends. The only 
lesbians we knew who had children were those 
who had previously: been in a_ heterosexual 
marriage and whose children were a result of that 
union. The idea of deliberately planning a 


pregnancy with the intention of raising a child 
with another woman was, to my parents' way of 
thinking, absolutely preposterous, and_ that 
attitude was to colour our every interaction from 
that point on. 

Up until that point my relationship with my 
parents and the relationship that existed between 
my parents and my lover had managed to 
survive on a very superficial level. It was a level 
of acceptance that survived only if we didn't talk 
about it. 1am sure many gay and lesbian couples 
can identify with that scenario. My partner was 
never met with outright hostility, but she was 
always referred to as my “room-mate" and as 
such, was never given the rights and privileges 
granted a full-fledged son-in-law or daughter- 
in-law, despite the fact that we had lived 
together for a number of years and had even been 
"married" by a Unitarian Church minister. 

I should add that it was no less difficult for 
my lover's mother to accept her daughter's sexual 
orientation and the reality of our "perverted" 
relationship. On the few occasions when she 
actually came face-to-face with it, she inevitable 
fell into the same repetitive monologue where 
she tearfully begged my partner to please- 
please-please come to her senses and leave 
"that-that-that THING" (me).

It was not until I became a parent and began 
to look back at my own childhood to examine 
where my ideas and beliefs came from that I 
realized those turbulent years had as great an 
impact on my parents’ lives as on my own. In 
demanding their unconditional acceptance, I had 
challenged not only their love for me, but an 
entire unseen history of societal beliefs and 
traditions that thrived at the time their ideas and 
morals were forming. 

I have come to understand that "coming out" 
and "coming to terms" are two vastly different 
concepts. In "coming out", I had hoped that my 
parents could immediately “come to terms" with 
what has taken me nearly a quarter of a century 
to accomplish myself. 

I too had an entire history of societal beliefs 
and traditions to wade 
through. Not unlike 
many lesbians I have 
talked to, I tried to carry 
out the role of “dutiful 
daughter" by 
"masquerading" in an 
emotionally devastating 
heterosexual marriage, 
and even provided my 
parents with a second 
grandchild (one they 
could brag about) before I was able to fully "come 
to terms" with, and finally celebrate, my 
lesbianism. 

In fact, I can now see that "coming to terms” is 
a state of being that is arrived at by way of many 
levels, and as gay men and women, I think there 
will probably be newer and deeper levels of self- 
acceptance which will become apparent at 
different times in our lives. 


I now feel that I have forgiven my parents for 
many real and imagined injuries, and (hopefully) 
no longer hold them responsible for many of the 
unhappy twists and turns my life has taken at 
various times in my quest to please them, albeit 
at great cost to myself. As such, I hope I am able 
to write about my experiences with some

empathy for where they were coming from at the 
time. 

Initially, my parents responded to the birth of 
my son like any other grandparents and showed 
up at the door with beautiful, hand-knitted 
booties and bonnet, and a hand-stitched, "blue 
for boys" baby quilt. It wasn't until later that 
evidence of their true feelings emerged. My 
partner's mother was at least more honest, and 
refused to have either me or my son in her home. 

I began to receive daily calls from my parents 
while my partner was at work. My father would 
phone and ask me if I realized how deeply I was 
hurting my mother "with this silly housekeeping 
charade". Then my mother would phone and ask 
me if I realized how deeply I was hurting my 
father. She would go on to say that we couldn't 
hope. ..to 5 ‘raise@ran 
emotionally healthy 
child in "that kind of a 
relationship"; that two 
women couldn't 
possibly raise a boy- 
child to think like a 
"real man". These 
arguments I tried to 
handle with examples 
of divorced friends who 
were managing just fine 
with their children, many of them on their own 
without the help and support of a loving partner. 

It was during this period of time that my 
mother finally exposed the true extent of her 
distress. | had brought my son for an afternoon 
visit and not long after we had arrived at my 
parents’ home, my mother received a telephone 
call from my aunt. While she was on the 
telephone, my son began to cry. As I picked him 
up and carried him out of the room, I heard my 
mother say to my aunt, "Baby? No, there's no 
baby here...must be the TV!" 

I was immediately enraged. My initial 
reaction was to pack up my child and leave. Once 
home, I called my aunt and told her that the baby 
she had heard while talking to my mother was 
not the TV. It was my son! 
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It had never occurred to me that my mother 
might be ashamed or embarrassed to admit to 
friends and relatives that I had a child. If she 
chose not to publicly acknowledge the true 
nature of my relationship with my "room-mate" 
and the fact that our son was wanted and 
planned, I knew the only alternative was that 
said friends and relatives would undoubtedly 
look upon me as an "unwed mother" and my son 
as an "accident". If she found that easier to deal 
with, so be it, but I hadn't for a moment expected 
that she would actually deny his very existence. 

As a parent, I understand only too well how 
our children's behaviour is interpreted as a 
reflection of our success or failure in that role, 
and how the ways they may ultimately choose to 
live their lives may be interpreted as a reflection 
of our own beliefs and morality, especially if their 
lifestyles are contrary to the moral standards set 
by society. So I have slowly come to realize that 
parents and grandparents, in dealing with the 
issues surrounding gay and lesbian relationships 
and grandchildren, are struggling with much 
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more than what we can readily see on the 
surface. 

From my own experiences, I think if we are 
able to refrain from taking on their problem in 
"coming to terms" and making it our own 
problem, we stand a much better chance of 
"coming out ahead" in the end. 

I can honestly say now that I believe my 
parents have finally come to terms with and 
accepted who I am and the way I choose to live 
my life, and they have proven to be supportive, 
caring and concerned grandparents to both my 
children. But that didn't happen until I was able 
to let go of trying to solve their problem, and 
there were long periods throughout those many 
years, when we were not in contact at all. When I 
finally reached the point where I no longer 
needed their approval, they stopped trying to 
change me. 

And as I said earlier, grandparents can be 
either a godsend or a curse, depending on your 
perspective and/or state of mind at the time.

Last Hopes for Community Group

When I started writing this column way back 
when, I told myself that, above all else, I would remain 
unbiased. It was somehow important to me that I 
retain a sort of journalistic integrity; that I not allow 
this column to turn into an endorsement of any kind. 

- Stick with me now as I blow that intention all to 
hell. 

Last month, I officially ended my association with 
Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary, a social and support 
group for lesbians, gay males and bisexuals between 
the ages of sixteen and twenty-four. For two years I 
served on the Board of Directors, as well as on the 
Executive Council as Secretary. For over two years I 
watched as the organization gelled into an important 
part of Calgary's homosexual community, and then 
witnessed its subsequent decline into a group that's 
hanging on the verge of dissolution. 

This is the point at which the group now rests: the 
future of Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary is very much 
in question. 

Offhand, I can't think of a greater shame. 

As of this writing, LGYC is a little over two and a 
half years old. During this time, its main focuses were 
to hold weekly (now twice-monthly) social and 
support meetings for gay and lesbian youth, and to 
provide a telephone peer counselling line. 

The importance of these duties cannot be 
overexaggerated. 

Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary has an unofficial 
current membership of about fifty people who are 
involved in some way with the organization. Its social 


and support meetings host an average of twelve to 
fifteen participants, and have featured various 
discussions, workshops, guest speakers (ranging from 
AIDS Calgary to the Calgary City Police) and other, 
more leisurely activities such as bowling nights, 
movies, games, and parties. It is estimated that about 
150 - 175 different people have attended these 
meetings, usually on a regular basis. 

Through the phonelines, LGYC's peer counsellors 
have given information and counsel to several 
hundred more individuals, with calls ranging from 
information on the group itself to advice on coming 
out to parents to handling potential suicide calls. 

Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary has been featured in 
two seperate full page articles in the Calgary Herald, 
and has maintained a visible presence in the gay 
community. 

Without LGYC, the Rap Group, a successful local 
informal discussion group, would not have existed. 
The Rap Group began in April of last year under the 
auspices of the youth group, although it is by no 
means limited to youth as Rap Group regulars range 
in age from their late teens to their forties. 


Hell, if not for Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary, 
AGLP would not exist, at least not in the format you 
see now; the magazine, after all, began life as the 
youth group's newsletter. 

The organization has experienced great success in 
networking with other lesbian and gay youth groups 
across Canada, as well as various social services such 
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as the JIMY Project (Joint Integrated Measures for 
Youth). 

In fact, on the surface, it looks as if Lesbian & Gay 
Youth Calgary is a success all around. 

So why is it that LGYC is now on the verge of total 
collapse? 

Near as I can figure, two reasons, reasons that just 
about every volunteer organization has at one point or 
another faced: lack of money, and apathy. 

First off, Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary is 
constantly broke. How it's managed to hang on as 
long as it has is even a bit of a mystery to its treasurer. 


Happy thoughts and faith and trust mostly, 
supplemented by a 
generous monthly 


donation from the Alleluia 
Metropolitan Community 
Church which covers most 
of the telephone costs. 

Yet despite the odd 
benefit and fundraising 
event, not to mention a 
timely intervention from 
Lesbian Information Lines 
late last year, the group is 
constantly in the hole. Part 
of the problem is that, 
beyond the organizations 
mentioned above, the 
group has no_ financial 
from the 
community; another 
problem is that LGYC is 
completely autonomous - 


support 


- unlike most other gay and lesbian youth groups, it is 
not part of a larger umbrella organization, nor does it 
reside in a gay and lesbian community center. It thus 
has these financial woes to begin with. 

Secondly, there is sadly not much enthusiasm 
when it comes to running the group. Oh, there's a lot 
of enthusiasm expressed in regards to enjoying the 
resources and services that Lesbian & Gay Youth 
Calgary has to offer, however last month (actually, a 
week and a half ago as I write this) not a single person 
ran for executive office. As a result, the only way 
LGYC can survive is as a collective.

But there is hope. One of its members, a former 
vice president of the group, has renewed her 
commitment to LGYC, and is determined to see it 
continue. Other members are willing to back her up, 
so long as their tasks do not have an executive title 
attached to them. 

Financially, if the group can hold on until late 
May, it should receive enough funds to see it continue 
for several months beyond that. A couple members 
and former members of Lesbian & Gay Youth Calgary, 
along with other supporters and friends of the group 
(about half of whom, as an aside, are straight) are 
working hard on the production of a play called WEX 
which will be performed 
as a dinner theater at 
Dolphin _ Street, 
formerly Moosie's, _ to 
benefit both LGYC as well 
as AGLP. With a little 
luck, perseverance and 
community support, 
Lesbian & Gay Youth 
Calgary can continue. 

If it doesn't, we'll be 
all the poorer. The 
hundreds of gay and 
lesbian youth whose lives 
Lesbian & Gay Youth 
Calgary has touched at a

time when their lives most 
needed to be touched can 
attest to the necessity for 
such an organization. 

As one of _ those 
hundreds, I ask you to do what you can.
